Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

May  I present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of  the  District  for 
the  year  1972.  Regrettably  this  is  rather  later  than  usual,  and  it  is 
much  curtailed,  due  to  the  staff  involved  in  its  preparation,  being 
very  occupied  with  Reorganisation. 

Briefly  therefore,  may  I report  that  the  trend  of  the  past  few 
years  cf  a declining  population  has  continued.  The  number  of  live 
births  is  a little  fewer  than  last  year,  but  generally  speaking, 
continues  at  about  the  same  level  as  during  preceeding  years. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  is  up  on  the  previous  years,  but 
again,  there  is  no  significant  change  from  the  level  of  previous 
years.  The  main  causes  of  death  continue  to  be  diseases  associated 
with  the  heart  and  circulation. 

Very  little  infectious  disease  was  reported  during  the  year. 

With  both  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  National 
Health  Service,  this  report  is  the  last  I shall  present  to  the  Blyth 
Rural  District  Council.  It  is  with  much  regret  that  I shall  be 
terminating  my  association  with  you.  I have  enjoyed  working  both 
with  your  Committee,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  with  those  members  of  the 
Blyth  Rural  District  Council  staff,  who  I came  into  contact  with  in 
the  course  of  my  duties  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Truly, 

Life  is  a matter  of  continual  change,  but  this  change  is  one  one 
would  rather  not  have  had  to  experience.
